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Carranza Warns 
American Troops 
To Leave Mexico 


TroopOf Third Cavalry StrikesHot 


Trail Of Mexican Bandits North 
Of Brownsville—Determined To 
Nip Outlawry In The Bud. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., JUNE 17.— 


"The situation at San Benito is not 
such as to warrant alarm. We regard 
the situation concerning the Trevino- 
Fershing correspondence as not at all 
serious. \Ve don't expect any trouble." 


In these three sentences Secretary 


of SVar Baker summed up the Mexican 
situation tonight after a conference at 


' the White House -with President Wil- 


son. 
Baker was closeted with the 


President a quarter of an hour. 


The above statement regarding the 


Mexican situation is the lirst oliicial 
word spoken about the trouble along 


" our southwest border since the Tre- 


vino-Pershing incident. Secretary lin- 
ker says General Funston has conirol 
of the situation. 
He, Baker, refuses 


to make public the ultimatum that 
Trevmo sent to Pershing, as well as 
the reply made by Pershing. 


BROWNSVILLE. TEX., JUNE 17.— 


A troop of the Third cavalry under 
Lieut. A. U. Newmans, has struck a 
hot trail of Mexican bandits north of 
Biownsville, it was reported to army 
headquarters here today. The bandits 
are supposed to 
have 
been 
there, 


among those who attacked U. S. sol- 
diers near San Benito last night. 


WASHINGTON, JUNE 17.— General 


Funston advised the war department 
today that he was informed by Gen- 
eral Bell at El Paso 
that 
General 


Pershing had. been warned by Gen- 
eral Trevino, the Carranza command- 
er at Chihuahua, that any movement 
ol the American expedition 
to 
the 


south, west or east, would be a sig- 
nal for an attack by the Mexican 
forces. 


No word has come so far from Gen- 


eral Pershing himself but even before 
the arrival of General Funston's mes- 
sage department oflicials were inclin- 
ed to credit newspaper dispatches tell- 
ing of the Trevino warning. Prepara- 
tions have been made for any even- 
tuality and Pershing is ready to deal 
with any force that 
may 
be sent 


against him. It is probable, however, 
that he will hold to his present lines, 
and make no move to percipitate hos- 
tilities. 


General Funston reported also that 


Major Gray of the Fourteenth cavalry 
commanding the two troops attacked 
by Mexicans nt San Iganacio, Texas, 
recently hod returned from an effort 
to pick up the trail of the bandits. 
The cavalry rode some distance down 
the American "side of the river, cross- 
ed to the Mexican side en reports that 
a bandit mobilization was in progress, 
turned north again on the Mexican 
side for several miles and recrossed 
into American territory without hav- 
ing encountered any outlaws or find- 
ing a trail. Two- additional prisoners 
were raptured on the American side 
and the body of another dead Mex- 
ican found in the brush near the 
sc*»ne of the attack.

Soon after reports were 
received 


that bandits appeared near San Be- 
nito, several detachments of troops 
were sent to deal with them. 
Motor 


cars were commandeered in and two 
companies of the Twenty-sixth infan- 
try were dispatched from Harllngen 
to Olmito, ten miles north of Browns- 
ville, with orders to cut oil the ban- 
dits' retreat acioss the Rio Grande 
into Mexico. Meanwhile, another for- 
ce o!' two companies of infantry sent 
from San Benito earlier In the night 
to investigate reports that the 
Joe 


Scott raiuh had been attacked, found 
their quarry ien miles east of San Be- 
nito. 
A running light took place in 


which,-according to meagre reports 
a-vailable here, three Mexicans were 
killed while the American force suf- 
feied no casualties. 


In addition 10 these two forces a 


troop of cavalry was thrown into the 
game of hide and seek played by the 
Mexicans, when teports came that an- 
other bandit force had appeared near 
the Fresnos tract. 14 miles north of 
Brownsville, and had robbed a Mex- 
ican farmer of his horse.0. The man 
escaped unharrned|and reported the oc 
currence to Fort Brown from where 
the cavalry was sent. 


Reports from the various 
detach- 


ments are awaited eagerly here and 
at Ft. Browp today. 


Much interest was displayed con- 


cerning the question whether if the 
banditt, eluded the soldiers on 
this 


side of the Rio Grande and effected 
an escape into Mexico, the Americans 
would pursue a "hot trail" across the 
international boundary or leave the 
corralling of the outlaws to the Car- 
ranza soiJ'trs under General Ricaut, 
who recently announced that he had 
placed a sufficient force in this terri- 
tory to deal with all outbreaks and 
that any crossing by the Americans 
would rn^et with armed resistance.

Tal Managers of the roads of the Uni- 
od (Sates and the presidents of the 
our trainmen organization* has re- 
sulted in a disagreement. A strike bal- 
lot is being taken by the train em- 
[iloyes of the Penuiylwiiua railroad 
company. 


"The total cessation of train move- 


nent will result in stopping work in 
ill departments, with consequent loss 
if earnings to all employes. 


"This company employs HC.OOO men. 


Of this number, only 25,000 arc In the 
rain service. 
It is not reasonable to 


'xpect that the wages of the remain- 
ng 121,000 remaining men, not in the 
rain service shall be jeopardized or 
topped hy a strike of less than onc- 
iixth of all the employes. 


"The management, under the law, is 


required to operate the railroad in the 
nterest of the public and if a strike 
jventuates, it will be incumbent upon 
ill employes to be faithful to their 
luty and operate Ihe road. 


"If this strike of- trainrnent is car- 


ried on, our company will require en- 
fmeers. firemen, conductors, passenger 
nd freight brakemen. 
The mnnage- 


nent calls the attention of all faith- 
ul employes to the necessity that may 
irise to meet such emergency. 


"Those of you who feel and believe 


with the management that the traflic 
of the company must move, regardless 
»f any wage controversy, and who are 
villing to volunteer their services to 
issist the company in doing its duty 
o the public, to the stockholders and 
o the loyal and faithful employes, will 
send their names to their immediate 
superior officers, stating for what aerv- 
ce they volunteer. 


"The management gives assurances 


o those who may volunteer, and whose 
services are accepted that they will 
Lie retained in the positions assigned 
hem and receive the same protection 
Lhat has always been afforded during 
•risis of this nature.*'
